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Octcber 1939, in which the defendant, Dre Frank, is giving instructions re- 
garding the supply of five thousand tons of grain per week to the Reich 
Economic Ministry =- that is on page 32 of the document booke 

On pace 3h, entry of the 8 March 190, and I quote the first three lines: 

"The Governor Generals In close connection with that is the actual 
governing cf Poland. The Fuehrer ordered me to regard theGeneral Government 
as the home of the Polish people. Accordingly, no Germanizaticn policy of 
any kind is possible." 

I now pass оп to page lil of the document book, an entry cated 19 
January, 1940, and I quote the first five lines: 

"Dr. Walbaum: (Chief of the Hyzicne Department): The status of 
public health in General Government is satisfactory. luch has already been 
accomplished in this field. In Warsaw al пе 740,000 typhus injections have 
been given. This is a monstrous total, even for German conditions; it is 
actually a record." 

The next quotation is on page 50 of the document bock, an entry 
dated 19 February 1910, 

"The Governor General is still of the opinion that the Polish 
law must be properly intcrpretod,. Опе woule have to come to some Polish 
type of regime anc the chief of the Polish legal system would then эе the

THE PRESIDENT: I am afraid there seems to have been some Slight dif- 
ference in the paging and therefore if you woule give us carefully and some- 
what more slowly the actual date of the document we should be able to fim 
it perhaps for ourselves.

"The Governor General points out in this connection that the 
universities and highschocls have been closede However, for the duration 
it would become impossible to prevent the continuation of medical education.

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In that connection the Prosecution has submitted a document, 1723=PS, as 
U.S.4. Exhibit 206, I have an extract from this document. I have entered it as 
number 36 in tho docuiont bo К, I have to correct an errore That docunent is an 
extract from a book by Dr. Ley in his capacity as Reich Organization Leader, 
that book Dr, Loy, to the .fficors of tho Party, gives directi S to the coo- 
peration with the Gestapo and at tho ond of the extract Ley reprinted a decree 
by Frick which shows how Frick had attempted to counter-act tho arbitrary mea- 
sures of the Gostapo, However, upon suggestion of the Prosecution of tho 13/12/ 
1945, the ontire docuncnt had been read as if it were written by Frick and I 
Should like to have that corrected, 

Since Himmler and the commanders of the Gestapo did not hood tho directives 
by Frick, Frick tried at least in individual cases to alloviato conditions in 
concentration eamps and Generally ho was not successful. I should like to cite 
one example under number 37 cf tho Cocunent book, I an submitting a lotter by 


the former Reichstag delegate Wulle, which ho has sont to me withcut boing asked 


for it. This lotter will be Frick Exhibit Number 10 and I quoto: 


"Ho has as my fornor Counsel told no, often tricd to persuade Hitler to 
release me but without any result since it was H.nmnlor who was in chargo of tho 
concentration emps. But І owe it to hin that I have beon troato in а compara- 
tively decont manner at tho Sachsenhausen concentration сапр, 

"Ho always stood among tho Nazi comagogues by his objectively and reserve 3

"Since the Spring of 1925 I have been involved ina Sharp struggle against 
Hitler and his party. This struggle has been fought passionately on both sides, 
All the more I appreciate Frick's attitude that despite this antagonism and in 
his comparatively powerless position with respect to Himmler, ho tried everything 
to help me and my wife during tho bittor years of шу concentration camp enprisonmot 

The Prosecution has asserted, according to the statements made by Blaha be- 
fore this Tribunal, that Frick knew about the conditions at the concentration cay 
at Dachau since a visit in the first half of the year 194).

Q On what occasion and under what circumstances did you meet him? 
A 


It happened at the time when + worked in the Reich Ministry cf the 
Interior and collected material against the Gestapo. І was being consulted 
by various parties, who had either һас trouble with the Gestapo cr were afraid 
of them. For instance, the former Minister for Economy in the Reich, Schacht, 
sent a man to me, his Plenipotentiary, Herbert Goering, in whom he trusted, and 
he asked me whether I would assist Schacht. He, Schacht, and for some time, 
felt that he was being persecuted by Pimiler and the Gestapo and that he had 
lately had renewed and founded the suspicicn that agents, or at least a 
microphone, had been planted in his own h.use. 

I was asked whether l could help in this case, and I answered in the 
affirmative. I looked for an e>pert on microphones in the personnel 
administration, and the following morning I visited Schacht's Ministerial 
apartments Тһе microphone expert went from room to room with us and we didn't 
have to louk for long. It had been done pretty badly at the time by the 
Gestapo. They had mounted the michrophone only too visibly and, over and abcv 
that, they engaged a domestic servant who shuld spy on Schacht and who had a 
listening device attached to the house telephone connected to her own bedroom 
that was easily attainabie, And, consequently, we could uncover the whcle thing 
It was on that occasion that I first talked to Schacht. 

Q And what was the subject of your conversation? Was it political? 

A The material and the somewhat peculiar situation led to it, that 
situation in which we met. Schacht knew that I was Strongly opposing and 
fighting against the Gestapo and I, in turn, knew about Schacht; tbat howas 
known because of countless utterances wainst the SS апа the Gestapo, Many 
citizens and middle-class people in Germany had hopes in him of the only strong 
minister who might, if possible, protect them and, particularly, the economists 
who were important at the time were hoping that he would help and they often 
found his support, and so that nothing was more obvious and that the Reich on 


the occasion of that first discussion said that I, in turn, should tell him 
= i30 = 
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everything that was troubling mes The main problem at that time was the 
ranval of the Gestapo and the removal of the Nazi regime. As far as that is 
concerned, cur conversation was highly political, and Schacht listened to 
everything, making it possible to talk as openly as опе sould always talk to 
him. 

Q And what did he say? 

A ТІ told Schacht that matters were rapidly drifting into radicalism and 
that I had doubts whetherat the end of that present course there wouldn't be 
an inflation and, considering that, whether it wouldn't be better if he, himself 
would bring about that inflation himself, since that would enable him to know 
the time for such a crisis beforehand; so that he could get in touch with the 
generals and the ministers in the Reich and consult with them regarding tnat 
crisis, I told him, "You should bring about that inflation; then you will have 
the power to act instead of having that taken away from you by others." Не 
replied, "Lock here; that's the difference which separates us, Youwant the 


catastrophe and 1 don't want it."

Towards Autumn 1937, matters in Germany had advanced to such an extent 
that every man amongst the opposition felt that nasty things were being 
prepared. We, at that time, thought that there would be another bloccy 
30th of June, and we were trying to protect ourselves. It was Schacht who 
got in touch with Canaris through Oster, to express the wish that I should 
be brought to Berlin one way or anóther, No 
could be found whzch at that time would offer me a post, and I had no other 
choice but to go on leave as a civil servant, stating that I was carrying 
out economic studies. 

Schacht acted with Canaris’ and Oster's agreement, and arranged that 
I should be given such a post in a factory in Bremen, but I wasn't allowed 
to show myself there, and so I came to Berlin to join exclusively those of 
my .riends who were there, to be at their disposal.
